Your excellences, honored delegates, distinguished guests—I am 
pleased to address this High-Level Political Forum on Sustainable 
Development. 

Human trafficking is a transnational threat that harms every sector of our 
economy, our security, and our society. This session is a valuable 
opportunity to bring the financial components of the global threat of 
human trafficking to the forefront of international discourse. 

The Financial Crimes Enforcement Network, or FinCEN, is proud to be 
here today to discuss the importance of 2030 Agenda for Sustainable 
Development and in particular Target 8.7 to take immediate and 
effective measures to eradicate forced labor, and end modem slavery and 
human trafficking. In order to effectively achieve this goal, the 
international community has been called on to develop and implement 
new and creative approaches to countering the financial operations of 
human trafficking networks. 

As the Financial Intelligence Unit for the United States Government, 
and as the lead anti-money laundering watchdog for the federal 
government, FinCEN brings significant financial expertise to collecting 
and analyzing financial intelligence. FinCEN’s motto is to “follow the 
money.” This is done through dismpting the illicit proceeds of specified 
unlawful activities including the trafficking of persons. We use our data 
to identify human traffickers and their networks, to attack and 



undermine the financial underpinnings of these networks, and to support 
law enforcement investigations that lead to accountability and justice. 

I am pleased to share with you FinCEN’s ongoing efforts to help end 
modern-day slavery, and I look forward to future collaboration through 
this forum. I will address FinCEN’s efforts by using the fundamental 
international framework to combat human trafficking—the 4 P’s— 
Prosecution, Protection, Prevention, and Partnership. 

First, Prosecution. 

Our anti-money laundering authority and data collection authority can 
provide a tactical and strategic advantage to law enforcement in human 
trafficking prosecutions. Information provided by financial institutions 
can help governments connect the dots between seemingly unrelated 
individuals or entities. 

FinCEN, in collaboration with law enforcement agencies, non¬ 
governmental organizations, and members of the financial industry, 
identified financial indicators, or “red flags,” that may indicate financial 
activity related to human trafficking. In 2014, these “red flags” were 
circulated to tens of thousands of financial institutions through an 
advisory which provides guidance on how to detect and report 
suspicious financial activity with a potential nexus to human trafficking. 
Since 2015, FinCEN has received about 50 related suspicious activity 
reports per month by 100 distinct filing institutions. 

This advisory helps inform FinCEN and law enforcement to identify 
suspected human trafficking activity. 

For example, U.S. law enforcement can leverage financial data that 
FinCEN collects to investigate sex trafficking organizations that 
allegedly launder millions of dollars in illicit proceeds from the scheme. 

• In one instance, members of the organization were making tens of 
millions of dollars by exploiting vulnerable women, often from 
impoverished backgrounds. The total number of women trafficked 
by the organization could reach the thousands. 



• In other cases, massage parlor owners were convicted of 
conspiracy to commit money laundering for covering up the 
massage business as a front for sex slaves. Women were forced 
into sex labor, lived on premises and were not allowed to leave. 

• The women were brought from other states and the funding for 
their travel was concealed in order to evade financial reporting 
requirements. Small amounts of cash were deposited at different 
banks to conceal the unlawful activity. The business used a cash 
only payment method and promoted the unlawful activity online. 

Second. Protection. 

The use of data FinCEN collects can help prosecutors identify victims 
and to locate, recover and return the proceeds of the crime back to the 
victim. 


• Under federal law, traffickers are required to pay restitution 
to the victims. Seizing the proceeds of crimes can help 
restore victims to lives of independence and freedom. 


Third, Prevention. 

Following the money enables the dismantling of networks to a point 
where they aren’t able to reorganize, preventing future victims from 
being exploited or re-exploited in situations where victims are 
particularly vulnerable. 


Final. Partnership. 

FinCEN partners with our international and domestic stakeholders in the 
fight against human trafficking. These collective efforts are key to 
solving the complex global challenge of eradicating human trafficking. I 
would like to now discuss a few examples of our work. 

• The Egmont Group of Financial Intelligence Units is 
uniquely positioned to connect over 150 FIU networks 



including those with representatives here today. This ability 
to securely share information via the Egmont Group, places 
FinCEN, and member FIUs in a critical position to help 
identify and disrupt human trafficking networks. 

• FinCEN is aiding the Department of Homeland Security’s 
Blue Campaign upcoming training for the financial sector on 
identifying human trafficking. 

• In the past FinCEN has used its statutory authority to share 
information with financial institutions on networks and 
persons of concern. In addition, FinCEN encourages 
financial institutions to share information with one another 
while providing a statutory safe harbor. 

• Since 2016, the U.S. Department of Treasury has been a 
member of the Presidential Interagency Task Force to 
Combat the Trafficking of Persons and utilizes this forum to 
engage with domestic partners and hear from human 
trafficking survivors on the advisory council to incorporate 
victim’s voices. 

• FinCEN also continues to receive feedback from our partners 
in law enforcement, financial institutions, and NGOs on new 
trends in financial activity linked to potential human 
trafficking. 

Conclusion 

We are fortunate to have a variety of tools at our disposal to make a real 
impact in the global fight against human trafficking - yet the most 
effective tool we have is each other. I appreciate having the opportunity 
to speak here today and we at FinCEN look forward to working with our 
stakeholders and international partners in combatting the illicit proceeds 
of these crimes.

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Geographic Targeting Orders 

March 2018 GMU Conference on Real Estate Money Laundering: 
Key Points to Make and Q&A 


Topline Message 

The Director of FinCEN may issue a geographic targeting order (GTO) to impose certain 
additional recordkeeping and reporting requirements on one or more domestic financial 
institutions or nonfinancial trades or businesses in a geographic area upon a finding that 
reasonable grounds exist to conclude that such additional reporting and recordkeeping are 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the BSA or to prevent evasions thereof. GTOs are 
temporary and can be used to collect infonnation on the identity of the party to a transaction, the 
beneficial ownership of a legal entity, or other infonnation relevant for an investigation. 

FinCEN has historically used this tool in partnership with law enforcement to solicit more 
information on potentially illicit transactions involving armored cars, trade-based money 
laundering, and most recently real estate. 

In January 2016, FinCEN issued GTOs requiring covered title insurance companies to report the 
beneficial ownership infonnation of legal entities purchasing luxury residential property in 
Manhattan and Miami-Dade County in certain all-cash transactions (i.e., without a mortgage). In 
July 2016, and again in February 2017, FinCEN reissued these GTOs, expanding coverage to all 
U.S. title insurance companies, transactions involving a business or personal check, and four 
additional major metropolitan areas. In August 2017, Congress provided FinCEN the authority to 
use GTOs to collect information on transactions involving a wire transfer, and later that month, 
FinCEN reissued the Real Estate GTOs and expanded their coverage to include Honolulu and 
transactions involving wire transfers. 

FinCEN has analyzed the data received from title insurance companies, and is confident that the 
GTOs confirm that there is an important money laundering vulnerability in the all-cash luxury 
real estate sector that can be exploited by using legal entities to hide the beneficial ownership of 
a property. Over 30% of the hundreds of transactions covered by the GTO had a beneficial 
owner or purchaser representative who was the subject of a Suspicious Activity Report filed by a 
financial institution. In other words, over 30% of the covered transactions directly involved a 
party who was independently the subject of a report from a financial institution indicating that 
the individual may have been involved in illicit financial activity. FinCEN is concerned about 
this vulnerability and is working with industry, law enforcement, and others to learn more about 
what other steps may be appropriate to address money laundering in the all-cash real estate 
sector. 

Talking Points 

• GTOs are used to increase the financial transparency of certain sectors and geographic areas 
where FinCEN and law enforcement are concerned about potential illicit activity. This 
flexible tool increases the transparency of otherwise opaque transactions, informs Treasury 
efforts to mitigate potential money laundering vulnerabilities, and produces valuable 
reporting to assist law enforcement efforts. GTOs have been used to combat trade-based 



money laundering, deter credit card fraud, and bring transparency to the high-end real estate 
sector. 

• FinCEN has had longstanding concerns that “all-cash” real estate transactions (i.e., those 
without bank financing), which largely fall outside the scope of existing anti-money 
laundering requirements, may present money laundering vulnerabilities, particularly where a 
purchaser uses a shell company to conceal the true buyer. To better understand this 
vulnerability, FinCEN issued GTOs in January 2016 requiring U.S. title insurance companies 
to report certain transactions in which a legal entity (e.g., a limited liability company or a 
corporation) pays “all-cash” for luxury residential real estate. The required infonnation 
includes the beneficial owners of the legal entities involved in the purchase. The original 
GTOs issued in January 2016 covered transactions in Manhattan and Miami. In July 2016, 
FinCEN reissued the orders and expanded coverage to include all of New York City, 
additional counties in South Florida, Los Angeles, San Francisco, San Diego, and San 
Antonio in order to capture more transactions than were originally covered in the January 
2016 orders. The original orders were limited to transactions involving cashiers’ checks; the 
expanded orders covered transactions involving personal and business checks. These July 
2016 expanded GTOs were reissued in February 2017. In August 2017, FinCEN again 
reissued the GTOs and expanded coverage to include Honolulu, and transactions taking place 
through a wire transfer. The real estate GTOs are providing FinCEN and law enforcement 
valuable transactional information about potential money laundering involving all-cash high- 
value residential real estate. 

• Thanks to the passage of CAATSA in 2017, FinCEN can now use GTOs to collect 
information on transactions involving wire transfers. Previously, GTOs were limited to 
collection on transactions involving currency or monetary instruments (e.g., cashier’s checks, 
or money orders). FinCEN has used this new authority to collect information on transactions 
involving wire transfers in the latest real estate GTO. 

• FinCEN is currently working with law enforcement officials, industry representatives and 
others to gather information that will be useful in determining what next steps may be 
appropriate to address the money laundering vulnerabilities in this sector. 

Potential Q&A’s 

• Why were the Real Estate GTOs issued? 

Treasury has had longstanding concerns that “all-cash” purchases of real estate by legal 
entities present a particular money laundering vulnerability because it is difficult to identify 
the true owner of such properties and none of the parties commonly involved in such 
transactions have any obligation to report suspicious activity to FinCEN. FinCEN is using 
the data generated from the GTOs issued in New York, Florida, California, Texas, and 
Hawaii to better understand the scope and scale of money laundering through real estate. The 
information gathered from the GTOs will help inform Treasury’s broader approach to 
mitigating the money laundering vulnerabilities in the real estate sector. 



Will FinCEN reissue the GTOs indefinitely? 


Generally, FinCEN does not comment on the possibility of reissuing GTOs. Historically, 
GTOs have been used as a temporary infonnation collection tool, and FinCEN is using the 
Real Estate GTOs to further its goal of better understanding the money laundering risks in 
the real estate sector. 

How has the GTO data been useful? 

What we have found so far is that the GTOs helped link previously unconnected suspicious 
activity to the true purchasers of luxury property in targeted locations. This corroborates our 
concerns that the transactions covered by the GTO (i.e., all-cash luxury purchases of 
residential property by a legal entity) are highly vulnerable to abuse for money laundering.
